THE NEWS. 

The Eastern intelligence received yesterday 
if four daya later than previous advices. The 
oft repeated alarm of n .Maryland and Penn- 
sylvania invasion is at length beginning to 
•abside, on account ol the largo forco which 
the Federal Government has concentrated on 
the borders and in Ihe Shonandoah. A few 
engagements had'tnken place in the northern 
parta of tbe valley resulting in Confederate 
defeats ; but there is nothing, so lar, to 
justify tho conclusion inferred from some ol 
the despatehei that Early would still bo in- 
tercepted, with his trains ol the newly reaped 
grain. General Sheridan has taken Hunter's 
poaition and was advancing at the head of 
• largo forco against the Confederates about 
fifteen milea from Winchester. It is jusl 
possible, therefore, that the steamer, which 
ia hourly expocted, will bring us accounts of 
•evere fighting in tho northern parta of the 
Shenandoah. 

From Grant wo have not much news. 
Another fight had taken placo before Peters- 
burg on the 5th. The Confederates had 
been mining, as was previously said in the 
despatches, a portion of the Federal position; 
but from tbe fact that the Northorn army 
was pcrfeotly awaro of their proceedings, it 
was evident that their efforts would prove 
futile. Accordingly, when tho explosion 
took place, the Federal troops remained un- 
harmed. The explosion, however, was the 
■ignal of attack on the part of the besieged ; 
and on cams the Southern troops against tho 
Northern lines. The battle was for the time 
aavere, but tbe attack ended in a repulse 
with, as Iho despatches say, " great slough* 
ter." 

The moat important item of the news is 
the advance upon Mobile. Our previous de- 
■patehea had prepared the minds of our reod- 
•ri for this Northern expedition ; but it was 
■oarcely anticipated that the Federals would 
hava been, in so short an interim, so signally 
auccessful. Fort Powell was blown up and 
•vaeuated by the Confederates ; and Fort 
Gaines, after two days' shelling, was surren- 
dered. Tbe Southern papers denounco the 
■tirrender iu unmeasured terms, asserting 
that it is inexplicable ; but the same was said 
of the Vicksburg surrender. Fort Morgan, 
the other fortification that guards the mouth 
of Mobile Bay, was passed by the Fed- 
eral fleet, which then advanced unin- 
terruptedly against tho cily. Prior to 
thia success, however, an engagement had 
taken place between the hostile fleets, ending 
in a Confederate discomfiture. The South 
ern ram, Tennessee, surrendered, with Ad- 
miral Buohanan, who lost his leg in the en- 
gagement. Another Confederate vessel, the 
Salens, was captured, and another one beach 
ed. The Federal fleet, consisting of fourteen 
■hips and three irnn-clads, passed Fort Mor- 
gan, having lost, according to the Southern 
aooounts, one of their vessels— the Tocumseh. 
The latter statement, however, is not credited 
by the Northern papers. This rapid success 
oould scarcely have been anticipated by even 
the Federals ; for it was supposed that Forts 
Morgan and Gaines would have given con- 
liderable trouble to a stronger fleet than that 
under Farrjgut. However, it is just possi- 
ble thai tho great concentration of Southern 
troops in Georgia and Virginia has weakened 
very much the garrisons along tho seaboard, 
and so left the entrance of .Mobile Bay in- 
adequately defended. Having past these forts, 
the fleet will make short work of Mobile. 
The larger class of vessels will have to make 
a oirauitous route of six miles up Spanish 
river and into tho .Mobile river before they 
con take, up a poaition opposite the cily ; but 
we believe there are no very serious obstruc. 
tions'to thia navigation. Mobile itself pro- 
senla a favorable large! to o boat ilo fleet, 
built as it is on an extended plain ubout fif- 
teen feot above high water. Its loss to the 
Confederates would be a most serious blow 
ju»t now. Independent ol tha facilities its 
possession would nflord the Federals for cur- 
rying on operations in the interior of Ala- 
bama, Mobile in a commercial point of view 
ranks next to Charleston nnd New Orleans, 
and its capture, as Admiral Farrngut asserts, 
would relieve a large portion of the block- 
ading fleet of their monotonous duties. 
With this cily in tho hands of the Federal?, 
the Confederate coast would be almost her- 
metically scaled ngainst ocean traffic, as the 
blockading squadron thus relieved would 
speedily fill up the blanks along more acces- 
lible portions of the seaboard.

THE BOISE MINES. 

From Mr. Lewis Rice —ho arrived yester- 
day from l'ugct Sound, having left Placer- 
villa a fortnight ago, wo havo the following 
intelligence from the Boise mines. 

Mr. Rica has for some years been prospect- 
ing in various parts of Idaho territory. Whan 
he left the want of water was much fell, and 
had caused many to leave. Those who could 
ute water were doing well. .Miners would 
mate from 95 to $15 a day to the hand. 

A number of minors remained in the hope 
of boing able to work in the hill-sides nfler k 
the rainy Benson had set in. 

Mr. Hico has uo doubt of the richness of 
the country and the extent of the diggings, 
bat until water can bo obtained the gold will 
oontinuo accessible ouly to n small proportion 
of the large nunb^rs who havo Hocked to tha 
mines this season. 

A company had been formed to lead water 
from tha Pojette river, a distance of about 
sixty miles, und expected to gel the dilch 
IbrouRh this season. Plncerville is generally 
looked upon as the centre of the best paying 
diggiugs. Merchants and tiadera hero were 
all doing wall. 

Provisions wero plentiful and aheap. 

Our informant first heard ol the Booke ex- 
citement about sixty miles above Walla 
Walla, and ha and fifteen otbors determined 
to come here and givo tha mines a trial. He 
believes a number of returned Boiseites will 
follow, and should thay uot strike anything 
on this Island they will return to Boise when 
the wet season sets in. 

The Gi.assbloweb'b Exhibition — A nnm- 
ber of people last night atiendod the Glass- 
blowers Exhibition, at the Lyceum, and were 
much interested in tho artistic manufacture 
of various ornamental articles. The mon3tar 
glass steam engine was working at high 
pressure, and was practically explained by 
Mr. GrafTum. Presents were subsequently 
distributed among the audienca of various 
elegant little trinkets and ornaments manu- 
factured in tho room. Before tho company 
separated tho proprietor announced that ho 
had been induced to open the exhibition for 
three nights more, and in order to meet the 
general cry of hard time* he would reduce tho 
charge to filly cents. He further Btatod that 
the programme would contain a puzzlo, which 
if any person could solve it would entitle 
him or her to a glass chip valuud at ten 
dollars. 

I.vducino to Desrrt. — John Graham ap- 
peared yesterday on remand before tha Police 
Court and called Mr. C. A. .Bayley to testify 
to his character. Mr. Bayley stated that he 
Lad seen more or leas of the prisoner for two 
or tbreo years, and knew nothing against his 
character ; he believed him to be a hard 
working man. Mr. Pemberlon said the of- 
fence was too serious to mitigate the penally, 
but that in consequence of the character 
given by Mr. Bayley he should take two 
months off the term of imprisonment inflicted 
by law. Prisoner was ordered to pay £30 
or suffer 4 months' imprisonment wilh hard 
labor. 

False Representations. — Alarmed less 
the Sooko excitoment should depopulate the 
Sound, a little weekly published at Seattle 
called the Gazelle, endeavors in its last issue 
to pawn ofl upon its readers soma palpable 
fabrications regarding our Island diggings. 
The Sooko mines will speak for themselves 
in spite of all such feeble attempts to stifle 
excitement, and for ought wo know the 
editor of that little sheet may yet be seen 
picking holes to some purpose on the bank* 
of Leech river. 

Tije IiON. Henry Rbodks, M.L.C.— We 
understand that His Kixulleucy the Governor 
has appointed Henry Rhodes, Esquire, the 
resident partner in tha mercantile firm of 
Janion, Groon & Rhodes, a member ol the 
Legislative Council of Vancouver Island. 
We consider that tho Governor has displayed 
visdenn in selecting a gentleman possessing 
the intelligence and commercial and colonial 
experience of Mr. Rhodes to fill so impor- 
tant a tins'.. 



THE SOOKE MINES. 

The steamer Alexandra arrived from Sooko 
last evening with about 30 passengers, in* 
eluding Mr. Poarse and a number of work- 
men. 

A miner who returned by tbe Alexandra 
last night fiom Leech river, about four miles 
up, informs us that the claim oa Frederick's 
bar wore putting in sluices, and expected to 
take out good pay, hating found excellent 
prospeets in the bar. 

A miner who hnd been prospecting on the 
North Fork is reported to have taken out 830 
from ono pan of dirt. 

A party of men aro said to hare struck 
diggings in a gulch about 10 milfis up tho 
river which will pay $20 per day to the 
hand, but cannot bo worked at present from 
want of water. They era keeping the laoa- 
tion secret. 

A party started from tho Forks yesterday 
for Jordan river, which is rumored to be very 
rioh. 

A shaft had been sunk on tha Italian's 
claim, and one prospeot of 10 cents struck. 
Several olher companies are sinking shafts. 
Our informant thinks the country is risk 
in gold, but that machinery will be required 
to take it out in large quantities. 

The whole eountry is on fire on both sides 
of the river aod all along the trail, making 
travel very dangerous, Tho heaviest timber 
is being consumed, and immense trees are 
falling, G or 7 at a time. All tha miners are 
moving into the bed of tho river with their 
Bluff, us the ouly security against tho flames. 

A number of Chinamen run mining on 
Sooke river, below Leech, and many others, 
were met going up. They say thoy are making 
$1 per duy. 

Messrs. Woir and Helgesen have sent 
word that they are jointly making on their 
claim S-IA a day with ono rocker. 

Mr. Robinson the photographer and 
party were about to start on an exploring 
expedition from Sooke Inlet to the Jordan 
river ; they had attompted to cross over 
from Leech river but found the oountry im- 
practicable.

LBTTER~FROM LEECH RIVER. 

Lurch Rivbh, Aug. 16. 
If any one starts from Viatona wilh the 
intention of visiting this district, he could fill 
a quarto volume of opinions before ho reached 
the forks o( Leeoh and Sooke rivers. Sup- 
posing him once on the road, if bo accepts 
indiscriminately the opinions of returning 
men he would becomo a perfect wandering 
Jew — doomed never to return to Victoria — 
doomed never to reach hero. One man says 
" it is a sell, a delusion, by no means go on." 
Another that " there is gold, by all means go 
and ,try your luck." The gold fever, like 
most other diseases, is not to be cured by the 
mere opinion of any man. Men must see 
for ibomselvos, and hundreds have coma here 
with heavy packs on their baoks, scaling 
muuntains, crossing dangerous logs, climbing 
around slippery and precipitous canons, anwn 
leaping from ono glassy boulder to another, 
with clothes lorn, weary, foot-aoroand travel 
stained, and at last finding themselves oa the 
[as I now 8uppose|, fur-famed Leech river. 
To do what ? not to make fortunus in n day, 
not to pick out largo nugiots from the 
crevices, bat in the majority of instanoeg to 
find tho apparently good giound on the spot 
staked ofl, and a jealous eye watching, if not 
working, its U0 Ijct by 100. They are dis- 
appointed, and naturally ho— they return to 
Victoria or migrate elsewhere, and settle 
down into absolute gold heretics. 

I always listen with doubling oars to re- 
ports in and about gold districts, it eaves mo 
much disappointment, and gives me no time 
to indulge in the expensive luxury of fretting, 
which so many seem to consider so abso- 
lutely necessary to their existence. This 
leaves me freo to sea and believe what is Hue, 
and freely to express it. 

After strolling from the mouth of Leech 
river to the North Furk with two cnmjn niims 
David Ogilvy and Henry I'earcy, we de- 
termined to star; up the north furk, and after 
several days hard toiling and prospecting in 
the river and along tho mountain strouma, 
wo reaohe 1 about ten miles up the stream ami 
found the river running duo east. Tho coun- 
try, as far as we could sue, was a succession 
of mountains and mountain streams, present- 
ing tho sumo appearance in its boulders, bed 
rock, soil, and timber, wilh thiB difference 
that quartz boulders increased in siz-3 but di- 
minished in number. The bud rock hero as 
evory where else in the district is Cambrian 
elate rock, altering in someo&sei to minacious 
shale.

Following this 
cams tho toast of His Excellency tho Gover- 
nor, whioh the Chairman treatod in an amus- 
ing style, congratulating tho company on 
having a Governor who could Sey-mour (seo 
more) of the country than any other man. 

His Fxcollenoy in reply expressed his 
thanks for the welcome that had been accord, 
ed him, congratulating the citizens on having 
such a nice town-site, and resumed his seat 
by expressing his willingness lo do his en- 
deavors to open tho upper country by the aid 
of good roads. 

Tho "Army, Navy and Volunteers," pro- 
posed by tho chiir, was respjnded to by 
Lieut.

Mr. W. Moborly proposed the " Mining

THE FEDERAL FINANCES. 

(From tht N. Y. World .) 

We now wish to adopt extravajanl views 
and it is not to bo supposed that any govern- 
ment which is compelled to borrow at enor- 
mous usury now can borrow is three yoars 
halow the market rate. But a fairer esti- 
mate of our real standing as a borrower will 
be obtained from the loan just attempted by 
the treasury, and in purt negotiated. The 
government nosv directs thu sale of this loan 
at one hundred and six per cent ; binding it- 
self for one thousand and sixty dollars in 
"curroncy," to pay in nionoy sixty dollars a 
year for seventeen years, and one thousand 
dollars at the end of that time. Now, leav- 
ing out of accounl altogether the promise to 
pay the principal in coin, which is worth two 
thousand three hundred dollars, or more 
than twice what it receives, the interest 
alono, baiDg sixty dollars in coin, or one hun- 
dred and twenty-nine dollars iu ourruncy (if 
wa may assume thai gold will not rise higher) 
is nearly thirteen per cent on the nominal 
principal of one llionsand dollars; and nearly 
twelve nnd throo quaiters per cent on the 
actual principal of ona thousand and sixty 
dollars. 

It is demonstrably impossible that these 
rcsnlta should be erronaous, except on the 
theory of the Tribune, that the present price 
of gold is tho work of speculators. A ro- 
m&rk is therefore neoeBsary on this point. 
Whau a commodity is limited in amount, 
and tbo totnl supply may be oontrolled by a 
conspiracy, its price nan bo manipulated to 
sny extent by speculation. Harlem stock is 
nn example , so is sugar or cotton ; hot to a 
lees extent, heoauso, if its price is raised 
above its value long enough to bring sup- 
plies from olher nations, it will How hither 
ID vast amounts, until piice and value are 
equalized. But gold is orisilv remorod, ia 
universally oxchangeable, asd exists in large 
quantities in every civilized nation. If, 
thoreforo, tho price of gold bo raised above 
its roul value, it must flow into the country 
frum every quarter, until that prico roaches 
its equilibriaui. Ia this the prooess now 
going on ? Is it not the cry of the same 
school of political economists that gold is 
leaving the country with fearful rapidity / 

The truth is— the truth which we must 
not dare not forget, at our paril— that gold 
is leaving us rapidly, and that there is but 
one conceivable cause for its departuro ; the 
rnme cause which always removes commo- 
dities) from place to placo. Whatever is tha 
ohaapost article in any land will necessarily 
leave that land, and go to othori. If cotton 
is oheaper than other things here, wo must 
export cotton. If flour, then wo must ex- 
port flour. But now we export none of these 
things. Wo export gold. And tho first law 
of political eoonomy — the law which wo 
must recognize end understand, or know no- 
thing whatever of finance and trade— teajh- 
as us that tho reason is, "gold is tho cheap- 
est ortiolo now offered for saje jp our 
markets." Tbil b«s long bean true, is now 
true, and must continue true until our finan- 
cial system is essentially ohangod.

The remainder arrived at head 
querlors at uoou, some of them badly 
wounded. 

WhkkUXO, Aug, 9. — Tlio following dis- 
patches have been received from Cumber- 
laud, datad the ith Aug.: 

My forco ropulsed ihe enemy again yester- 
day at New Creek. GetiB. McCuusland and 
Bradley Johnson attacked the garrison at 
that [lost at 3 p. m., and the light continued 
till after dark. Tho onemy retreated during 
the sight, leaving their killod and wounded. 
Their loss was severe. Our loss will not ex- 
ceed 25 killed and 50 wounded.

Causland, Johnson, Gilmore, and McNeil, on 
the morniog of tho 7th, and after n spirited 
fight, coraplotoly rosted tho entire command, 
capturing all their artillery — four pieces — a 
va3t quantity of small arms, 400 horses and 
equipments, and 120 prisoners, including six 
field, and thirty-two oompsny officers. Mc-" 
Causland, wilh a demoralized command, Sed 
10 the mountains. Our loss is comparatively 
small, 7 killed, and twenty-one wounded.— 
Among Ihe killed are Major Congress and 
First Lieutenant Clark, of tho Sod Virginia 
cavalry, who were struck down while gallantly 
leading a charge; Capt. ICarr was severely 
wouuded while peuntruting the enemy's lines. 

Wasiiisotok, Aug. 10.— Dispatches fiom 
Sheridan report his forces moving against Ihe 
snemy up Shenandoah Valley. At 4 o'clock 
p. m., they waro skirmishing about 15 miles 
from Winchester.

HuADquAiiTEitH Department Army of Ten- 
nessee, before Atlanla, July 24—1 have tho 
honor to report the following summary ol the 
operations of this Army on July 22nd : Tho 
total luss in killed, wounded and missing is 
3 021, and ten pieces of artillery. Wo hare 
buried and delivered lo the enomy under a flag 
ol irucQ sent by tliom in front ol Iho 17th 
oorps, 1,000 of their killed. The number of 
their killed In front of tho fourth division ol 
Iho same corps, iucluding those on ground not 
now occupied by uur troops, will Bwell the 
number of their dead on that front to 2,000. 
Tho number of rebel dead buried in frout of 
the 1 .3ih corps up lo (his hour, 3G0, and tho 
commanding officer reports that at least as 
many mora remain yet uuburied — The num- 
ber buried in frout of the 22ud corps ranched 
422. We have over a thousand of their 
wounded on band. A largo number of their 
wounded weie being carried off by them dur- 
ing tha night after tho engagement. We 
captured 18 stand of eolors, alio 5,000 elands 
of arms. The attack was made on our line 
seven times, and each lima we repulsed them. 
Hood's and Hardeo's corps and Wheeler's 
eovalry ongayed us. Wo havo sent to the 
rear a thonaudd prisoners, including thirty- 
three commissioned officers of high rank. 
We still occupy I lie field. — Our troopn are iu 
fine spirits. It is estimated lhat the enemy's 
loss will ranch ten thousand.

Tho Herald's correspondent near Anlanta 
says the operations around tho city have sat 
tlod into o regular saige.

Yosterday a demonstration was made 
along the lines which resulted in driving the 
rebels back to their intreuchmonls.

The rebels cannot continue butting against 
our works; they will soun wear themselves 
nut without doing much hurt to us and tun 
the risk of losing their communications upon 
which we are operating. The Macon lino 
is tha only oue left, and it is reported wo 
have destroyed lhat j if so, wa have got 
them if they don't break through our linos 
somewheie. 

We are so powerfully intronchod that a 
single lino will bo able to hold the works 
against any assault. 

FROM GRANT 

A terrific fight look placo in Iront of 
Petersburg on the afternoon ol the 5th. The 
buttle commenced with a charge from the 
enemy whioh was repulsed wilh great loss.
